Everyone  attending  was  left  reassured  that  they  are  not  facing 
today's  challenges  alone.  CUNSA  gives  the  university  nursing  students 
of  Canada  the  opportunity  to  consider  issues  concerning  their  profes¬ 
sional  practice  and  introduces  the  student  to  the  value  of  professional 
organization  before  they  graduate.
